(AP)—A tearful hoodlum told -a 
court Monday he was paid $2,000 
to kidnap and drown one of Flor- 
ida’s most’ respected - circuit 
judges. 

Ex-convict Floyd Holzapfel, 36 
said he was hired for the job by

Holzapfel sobbed as he told of 
plotting the slaying in June 1955,

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Let Georgians Reject Amendment No. 10 
Because of Threat to University System 


On election eve voters appeared still 
confused about some of the 19 constitu- 
mendments of statewide applica- 
tion on which they will vote today. For 
their information, The Constitution re- 
peats a brief summary of them below and 
our editorial stand on them. 

We oppose two of the proposals, 
Amendments Numbers 3 and 10. 

We especially consider Amendment No. 
10. which would add the commissioner of 
agriculture to the Board of Regents of 
the University System, a grave threat to 
higher education in Georgia. 

Amendment No. 10 is a special interest 
proposal, sponsored and actively sup- 
ported by the Georgia Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration. It thus is politically inspired and 
if passed would result in political inter- 
ference with administration of the uni- 
versity system. It poses a threat to ac- 
creditation of units of the system and 
would upset the present chain of com- 
mand in efficient operation of the exten- 
sion service’s contributions to agriculture. 

Leading state educators, including 
chairman of the Board of Regents Rob- 
ert O. Arnold, University System Chan- 
cellor Harmon Caldwell and Dr. William 
S. Smith, president of South Georgia Col- 
lege and of the Georgia Assn. of Col- 
leges, oppose it. Each of them has issued 
strong statements warning of its political 
dangers, Elmo Hester, editor of the inde- 
pendent magazine, The Georgia Farmer, 
is against it. Simply and briefly, Dr. 
Caldwell puts it this way: 

“Such a move would tend to destroy 
the effectiveness of the Board of Regents 
as the governing body for the state’s pub- 
licly supported institutions of higher 
learning.” 

Even Commissioner of Agriculture 
Phil Campbell has been silent on the 
amendment. Its only organized support 
comes from a special interest group, the 
Farm Bureau. 

All thoughtful Georgians should vote 
against this proposal to make the Board 
of Regents vulnerable to political manipu- 
lation. Amendment No. 10 should be 
soundly defeated. 

The other amendment which should be 
rejected also affects public education. It is 
Amendment No. 3 which would add five 
state-at-large members to the State Board 
of Education. We cannot see any merit or 
need in this measure.

After studying the pros and cons of the 
other 17 amendments, we recommend 
their approval. 

No. 1. This amendment, widely sup- 
ported by statewide groups, would elimi- 
nate present allocation of motor vehicle 
license tax fees to the Highway depart- 
ment, while continuing allocation of motor 
fuel tax revenue. It would enable the state

to eliminate the practice of operating 
without an annual appropriations bill. 
No. 2. This proposal, if approved, 


would permit the state to underwrite au- 
thority debts. It provides for legal as- 
sumption of a moral obligation which 
would save interest costs. 

No. 4. Also widely supported by such 
groups as the County Commissioners 
Assn., this amendment would authorize 
the General Assembly to provide by law

Mrs. James Cox Was 


An Exceptional Woman 


The death in Dayton, Ohio, of Mrs. 
James M. Cox Sr. brings sorrow to many 
persons all across the nation who had the 
privilege of knowing this great and gra- 
cious lady. She was quiet and retiring, vet 
ever ready to work for a worthy cause. 

Sen. Jack Kennedy, Democratic nomi- 
nee, provided an accurate estimate of her 
when he said, in an expression of sor- 
row at her death: “Mrs. Cox was an ex- 
ceptional woman.” Sen. Kennedy had be- 
come acquainted with the family when he 
briefly was based in Miami during the 
war with a naval patrol vessel. 


In Dayton, she and her distinguished 
husband, the late James M. Cox Sr., who 
was three times governor of Ohio and 
presidential nominee with Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1920, were beloved and re- 
spected community leaders. To their home 
came presidents and kings and an affec- 
tionate circle of old friends. She did 
not often appear in public, confining her 
activities to garden clubs and children’s 
charities, but it was typical of her loyal- 
ties that she had, at 70, become chairman 
of the Dayton Citizens for Kennedy or- 
ganization and was scheduled to make a 
television address in behalf of the nomi- 
nee on the day of her death. 

_ Mrs. Cox was a frequent visitor to At- 
lanta and the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
Robert Chambers. She had made many

No. 5. This proposal would lift the 
present tax limitation of 15 mills to 20 
mills which counties may levy for 
schools. 


No. 6. Under this measure the Gen- 
eral Assembly would be authorized to 
place its membership on an annual sal- 
ary basis, eliminating special committee 
accounts. 

No. 7. If approved, this amendment 
would enable the Legislature to levy taxes 
to make loans to industrial development 
agencies throughout the state. 

No. 8. This amendment would permit 
the Legislature to provide ways for pro- 
motion and marketing of agricultural 
products. 

No. 9. This proposal would allow the 
state to withhold payment for taking or 
damaging private property for road and 
street purposes until the case finally has 
been settled by the courts. In our opinion 
it would speed up acquisition of rights-of- 
way and eliminate some of the “goug- 
ing.” 

No. 11. This one would permit coun- 
ties to use county tax money for school 
lunch purposes. 

No. 12. This amendment would au- 
thorize levy of one dollar maximum on the 
sale of every marriage license in the state 
for establishment of an Ordinaries Re- 
tirement System. At present these officials 
have no retirement fund. 

No. 13. This provides for loans to 
medical students to be repaid by service 
at Milledgeville State Hospital as well as 
in communities of under 5,000. 

No. 14. This amendment would pro- 
vide for granting of scholarships to phy- 
sicians and other personnel for special- 
ized training in the field of mental health. 


No. 15. This would authorize estab- 
lishment of area trade schools, includ- 


ing vocational trade schools. 

No. 16. This proposal would permit 
counties to purchase liability insurance 
to cover damages inflicted by county- 
owned vehicles. 

No. 17. Authorizing creation of a 
Brunswick Ports Authority, this amend- 
ment would facilitate additional port fi- 
nancing there. 

No. 18. This amendment would 
thorize the state to set up its own disci- 
plinary measures for the state militia when 
not in the federal service. Should the fed- 
eral government relinquish its control of 
the National Guard, this would enable 
the state to assume disciplinary respon- 
sibilities. 

No. 19. This would create an Athens 
Public Facilities Authority to enable 
Athens and Clarke County to finance 
revenue producing projects of a wide va- 
riety. It could, for instance, facilitate con- 
struction of a badly needed athletic col- 
liseum. Amendment is primarily local in 
application.

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All other amendments are local, to be 


voted on by counties involved. 
Amendments No. 50 and No. 46 affect 
Fulton and DeKalb counties. No. 50 would 
permit Atlanta to assume school bond in- 
debtedness of newly incorporated areas. 


No. 46 would allow DeKalb to levy a 
small tax for industrial development.

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Why Don't Politicians 
Let ‘the Pee-pul’ V ote? 


The basic ingredient of America’s po- 
litical system is the individual’s vote. Re- 
move that, tamper with it in any way 
and you dilute the Democratic system, 
compromise the American ideal. 

It is, therefore, fair to suggest to voters 
and nonvoters this election morning that 
they ask themselves a few questions. 

Why must you vote every two years 
or be purged? (Even though there may be 
a span of two vears in which there is 
no election or candidate that appeals to 
you.) 

Why can’t you register to vote at con- 
venient locations? (A semi-invalid, for 
example, may find it possible to get to his 
polling place but impossible to get to his 
courthouse. ) 

Why must you be a resident of Geor- 
gia for six months before you can vote 
for a president? (In some states the re- 
quirements are between 40 and 60 days.) 

Why must you register in May to vote 
in November? (In many states registra- 
tion doesn’t close until October.) 

We're always hearing a lot of ora- 
tory about “the pee-pul” from our poli- 
ticians. Isn’t it about time these politi- 
cians showed us that they respect the 
judgment and invite the verdict of the 
people? Isn’t it about time that they 
moved to make it easier—not harder—for 
the people to have their say?

The newsboy was the son of a 
man who at one time owned much 
of Appling County, who left an es- 
tate of more than 50,000 acres and 
whose war-torn legacy was worth 
so little that in 1865 in Georgia 
his son had to sell papers to eke 
out family funds. 


The shouting newsboy had Mr. 
and Mrs. Jefferson Davis as god- 
parents at his birth, but earned 
money for his own shoes at eight. 


Fifteen years after selling cop- 
jes of the Telegraph on the streets 
of Macon, the former newsboy 
was associate editor of the paper, 
later owned controlling interest in 
it and its sister paper, the News. 


The newsboy was Harry Still- 
well Edwards, who at his death in 
1938 was described as being the 
‘‘most widely read of any South- 
ern writer in the past 100 years.”

NEW YORK (UPI)—In pre- 
paring a television special on 
certain aspects of the country’s 
educational system, producer 
Arthur D. Morse has come to 
the conclusion that all parents 
should go back to school.

“The Influential Americans” 
is the title of the one-hour show, 
and it deals with bold experi- 
mentation by certain teacherws 
in various parts of the coun- 
try.

Morse studied the work of 
scores of teachers during the 
past year while preparing 
filmed sequences for this show.

A knee injury kept Dyas out of scrimmage action the first 
three games, but he kicked a field goal in each and beat Kentucky | 
with one in Auburn’s second game. His field goals also provided 


the winning margin in victories over rugged Georgia Tech and 
Florida. 


‘He is fulfilling the all-America potential predicted for him 
before injuries struck him,” said Earl Ruby, 
Louisville’ Courier-Journal. 


Billy Williamson, 160-pound Georgia Tech halfback, dominated 
other ballots. He was the first choice of Furman Bisher, sports 
ediior of The Atlanta Journal, and Wirt Gammon, sports editor of 
the Chattanooga Times. 


Williamson returned a Tennessee kickoff 93 yards for the 
game-winning touchdewn in Tech’s 14-7 upset of the No. 8 ranked 
Vols. His punt return of 26 yards set up the other Tech touchdown. 


“‘Williamson’s blinding speed broke the game open,” Gammon 


said. “I believe it was the longest return of a kickoff ever against 
Tennessee.”’
